King George VI 


Chapter Eight 

“Examples lead us, and we 
lilfety see;

In the fall of 1913, Prince Al¬ 
bert received an appoint ment 
on the'Gollingwood, which was 
at that time the flagship of the 
first jjbattle squadron of Sir 
Stanl&r Coljflie,' who subse¬ 
quently became a well-known 
admiral of the fleet, and Cap¬ 
tain Jjtmes Ley was in actual 
com mi id of ithe 1 ship. He en¬ 
tered i je service of the Colling- 
wood 1 1 Royiyth in September 
and sa led away. as a midship¬ 
man fc t a Mediterranean cruise 
which 1 hill never lie forgotten 
by th<4 present King because 
while ^ie. squadron was carry¬ 
ing onimanouvres in Egyptian 
waters Vhe had the opportunity 
to staj|f<|r a short time with 
th e grajat ^British soldier, Lord 
Kitcheifcr, who is said to have 
made asdeep impression on the 
young Prince. 

He was with .the Fleet when 
exercises’ {.aok place at Ports¬ 
mouth, EilMash, Devonport and 
other well-known training loca¬ 
tions. *jt is recorded that lie 
followed the same enviable pol¬ 
icy whe#eby there was absolut¬ 
ely n n distinction between the 
son of tlfie King and the mem¬ 
bers of IJhe ship from the high¬ 
est offict in command of the 
battle squadron to the lowly 
recruit who had just come on 
board. I|e took his place in the 
gun-room aB any other shipman 
and it is, stated that-he prefer¬ 
red thA name which was in¬ 
vented for him' by his friends, 
namely, /Mr. Johnston.” It was 
only on formal occasions that 
he was galled Prince Albert, 
with everyone trying to carry 
out the Prince’s wish that noth 
ing should be said or done 
which wdpld create the impres¬ 
sion in the gun-room or ward¬ 
room thilt he was not the equal 
of the other men in the ship's 
service, lie followed the same 
routine of: the other men. He 
would before six in the morn¬ 
ing; he would prepare his own 
cocoa; then h e would take a 
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shower; lie would go through 
the usual morning drill; he 
would eat his breakfast with 
his own company; he would dc 
all othei duties in the course ot 
the day, even working in the 
dark collier when coaing the 
ship was necessary since .oil 
turning boats were .a rarity in 
thise days; rushing through the 
final duties of the day, he would 
partake of the evening supper 
which traditionally consisted oi 
bread and cheese, onions and 
beer, and then h e would get 
into his hammock for a well- 
earned rest. 

In July 1914, wicli was only 
a few weeks before the out¬ 
break of the World War, lie ser¬ 
ved his country as midshipman 
in the great naval review in 
Devonport and his routine on 
the Colingwood was the same 
as any other midshipman, with 
out any special privileges or 
other signs of -rank as son of 
the reigning monarch. Perhaps 
the outstanding event of that 
time is the story which recounts 
a visit of the late King George 
the Fifth, who in-the course ol 
a formal inspection of the Coll- 
ingwooll, came face t 0 face 
with his second son but neither 
father nor son greeeted one 
another in any other manner 
than the usual click of the heels 
and salute like all other coll¬ 
eagues ol the young midship¬ 
man, though father and son had 
not met one another for a long 
time, 'this incident was typical 
of the ' character, of the late 
King George the Fifth and the 
present King George the Sixth. 

A few weeks later, the World 
W|ir broke out in all its fury. 
At the time of the incident on 
the Collingwood, war had been 
declared but the full extent oi 
this international conflict had 
not been realized. However, 
Prince Albertt expressed a de¬ 
sire to curtail his training im¬ 
mediately in order that he may 
enteil the a3tup, service, but a 
month after the World War 
broke out, something happened 
which interfered with his plans.
